After recovering, he was sent" to the Horth Caucasian Legion, pear 
Warsaw with the 'appointment to recruit Caucasians for the German Army, In 
1944 be was ordered to lead 3,000 refugees from Odessa to the Rumanian- 
Hungarian border. He then served in Greece,, Warsaw and Berlin. In 1945 be 
joined &e Caucasian S3 Division and recruited in P0W : camps. After capita- ^ 
lation, he fled to Home and lived on the proceeds of black mark® tearing.
